The open season for Prairie Chick- 
en north of the Kerrobert, Lacombe 
branch of the C.P.R. is from Oct. 1 
until Oct 31, while south of the same 
line the open season is from Oct. 1 
to Oct. 15. 

The cpen season on Hungarian 
partridge is from Sept. 15 to Nov. 30 
with a bag limit of not more than 

* 50 in one day or 200 for the season. 

The open season on blue grouse, 
spruce partridge and ptarmigan and 
in specified areas is Oct. 1 to Oct. 15.

When Londoners have such faith in 
Canada’s securities, how could Canad- 
ians be found wanting in confidence? 

Why there should be any doubt 
about the matter is a mystery. The 
recent boom in the stock and grain 
markets shows there is plenty of 
money in the pockets, and bank ac- 
counts to take up even so large an is- 
sue, 

And failing a sufficient response 
from the public, the banks can be de- 
pended on to come to the rescue as 
usual and on the usual terms. Gov- 
ernment gives the banics power to is- 
sue credit and why wouldn’t they lend 
some of it, back to the Government at 
four per cent? Whatever the bankers 
may be accused of they are not fool- 
ish. The loan will ‘‘go over’ all right 
nobody need doubt that, 

The question is whether it should 
be ‘‘put over.’’ Att four per cenit the 
use of this credit will cost the tax- 
payers of Canada $20,000,000 per 
year in interest alone—$2 per head of 
every man, woman and child in the 
Dominion.

High School Courses by Mail

| Adequate Use Of Salt Retards and 


Prevents Spontaneous Combustion 

The Ontario Fire Marshals’ records 
show that more barns are destroyed 
by fire originating from spontaneous 
combustion in hay than from any 
other cause except lightning in un~ 
rodded barns. ~ 

Harvest weather conditions in 1932 
were so dangerous that more barn 
fires than ever were expected. Instead 
there were 278 fewer barns burned 
in Ontario and a decrease of 17 per 
cent, in the number of fires known 
to be caused by spontaneous combus- 
tion. 

Credit for this is given to the more 
general use of salt. The adequate 
use of salt is the most certain way 
of retarding and preventing spontan- 
eous ignition fires.

Japs May Settle Claims 


Many Nationalities Suffered Proper- 
ty Loss At Shelling Of Chapei 

Renewed hope of early compensa- 
tion for American and British vic- 
tims of Japanese gunfire, intentional 
or misdirected during the shelling of 
Chapei and Kinagwan in the winter 
of 1932, is held out by announcement 
of the Japanese consulate that in- 
vestigations are progressing regard- 
\ing the claims, and when completed 
payments would be made. 

The Tokio government has already 
voted three million yen toward reim- 
bursement of Shanghai losses. The 
British consulate admits that seventy 
claims for varying amounts have been 
forwarded by it to the minister in 
| Tokio, who presented them to the 
| Japanese government. 

The United States consulate, while 
stating that numerous American ap- 
| pligations for compensation had keen 
| filed, did not divulge the number or 
| amounts. All claims have been passed 
on to the Japanese government. 

In addition to American and Brit- 
ish, many other nationalities are in- 
volved in property losses’ through 
Japanese military action. Particular- 
ly did the Portuguese suffer badly.

The Pure Food Laws of Canada 
state “Canned fruits and canned veg- 
etables are sound products made by 
sterilizing clean, sound, properly ma- 
tured and prepared, fresh fruit or 
vegetables by means of heat, and 


keeping the same in suitable, clean} 


containers, closed hermetically or 
otherwise, aud to conform in name. to 
the particular fruits or vegetables 
used in their preparation,” No adul- 
terant, preservative, or artificial col- 
ouring matter may be used in com- 
mercial canned fruits or vegetables. 
Therefore, they contain only pure 
water, sugar and salt. Tomatoes may 
have no added water, and the juice 
must be the juice from the particular 
lot of tomatoes. .There are on the 
market at present over thirty-five 
sizes of cans. Only eleven. of these 
are standardized. All containers not 
of standard size must have the net 
weight and drained weight of solids 
plainly stated on the labels.—Domin- 
fon Fruit Branch. 


Queer Things About Spelling 


Check-Up Shows Relatively Simple 
Words Seem Hardest 

A student of such things has dis- 
covered that stenographers in the 
business world manage to write hard 
words correctly but frequently mis- 
spell relatively simple ones. The ten 
most frequent errors, it has been 
found, are the following: ‘‘Proceedure” 
for procedure, “loose” for lose, ‘‘bene- 
fitted” for benefited, ‘accomodate’ 
for accommodate, “advisor” for ad- 
viser, “occurrance” for occurence, 
“supercede” for supersede, “alright” 
for all right and misuse of principal 
for principle and affect for effect. 

No doubt the unfamiliar word— 
“eleemosynary,” for instance, al- 
though why any business man would 
use such a word is beyond explana- 
tion—would send the typist scurrying 
to the dictionary while the more fam- 
iliar word would be attempted with 
no thought of how it really is spelled. 
A teacher in an eastern business col- 
lege avers that stenographers soon 
improve their spelling if there is a

Want Gold Standard Restored 


Stability In Exchange Rates and 
Prices Desired By Dominion 

The British Empire emerged from 
the world economic conference with 
an agreement in which the Dominions 
and the mother country declared. for 
stability of inter-empire exchange 
rates. 

This was made known in a declara- 
tion by empire delegates to the con- 
ference in which it was emphasized 
that the United Kingdom is not com- 
mitted to any policy of keeping the 
pound sterling at any fixed ratio to 
the currency of another nation. 

The declaration was signed by the, 
United Kingdom, Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand, South Africa, and In- 
dia. The Irish Free State did not sign 
but the Dublin representative referr- 
ed the matter to his government. 
e The empire delegates called for ul- 
timate restoration of an international 
gold standard. The problems facing 
gold, they held, is to reconcile stabil- 
ity in exchange rates with a reason- 
able measure of stability in world 
prices. 


Rare Species Of Mice 


Professor Finds They Have Pockets 
For Carrying Food 

A rare species of mice, equipped | 
with pockets in which they carry | 
food, was discovered at Sequoia Na- 
tional Park, California, by Prof. 
Joseph Dixon, University of Califor- 
nia mammalogist. 

Prof. Dixon found the little animals 
on Yucca Point at an altitude con- 
siderably above that normally sought 
by mice. 

He described them as part of one 
}of the most interesting “triangles” in 
nature. Seeds of the yucca plant are} 
scattered by white Yucca moths, | 
picked up by the pocket mice and 
carried to their burrows, where, for- 
gotten, they take root and grow.

; So many conflicting reports @s to conditions in Soviet Russia have been 
Given to the public in recent years, and it has been so difficult to distinguish 
in such reports what is pure propaganda either for or against the political 
‘@nd economic systems now prevailing in that vast country, that people have 
developed the habit of shrugging their shoulders when Russia is mentioned 
and refusing to place reliance in much that is told them. It was, therefore, 
with unusual interest that delegates to the World’s Grain Conference at 
Regina listened to the first hand knowledge which was brought to them by 
E. J. Stiri man, consulting engineer of Brooklyn, Iowa, who was employed 


by the Soviet Government for several years in connection with its gigantic | 


plans for the mechanization of agriculture as part of its famous five-year 
plan: 

Mr. Stirniman had no political axe to grind, he. had no propaganda to 
spread. He merely told an unvarnished story to the assembled world grain 
experts of the situation as he personally knew it to exist in Russia. And 
inasmuch as agricultural development in Russia cannot but have a direct 
effect on agriculture in Western Canada, it is of interest and value to have 
Mr. Stirniman’s first-hand information. 7 

Quoting Litvinoff, Soviet Commissar of Foreign Relations, as stating at 
Geneva last June that “unemployment, wage cuts, and strikes were unknown 


in the land of the Soviet,” Mr. Stirniman commented that they were 4 
impossible in a country ‘‘where bread cards are granted only to the obedient | 


worker.” Control of the country’s food supply precluded strikes, he said. 
There is no unemployment because the country’s census takes no account of 
any but the workers—the unfortunates do not officially exist. There is ho 
necessity for wage cuts for the money the government pays its workers has 


no value outside Russia. It is paper money and will not be honored for one | 


nickel.on a purchase abroad, or on a purchase of imported goods within 
Russia, Mr. Stirniman exovlained. 7 

Nevertheless there is wage-cutting in a sense, Mr. Stirniman giving the 
following example: The Soviet Government floats government loans each 
year, requiring each worker to turn back a part of his wages for bonds; In a 
fair joh it amounts to a month’s wages, which he could use for food. The 
worker feels this keenly but he does not complain. 

Russian workers, he continued, by report always poverty stricken, as a 
whole today have the worst living conditions of any of the workers of their 


neighboring countries in Europe. The Russian could meet conditions in his! 
plodding peasant life, but uprooted and the reserve supplies taken from) 


him, he has no way to cope with winter’s cold and the fearful winter 
hunger. The food supply available to Russian workers has fallen off in 
quantity steadily since 1928. Clothing, bedding and shoe supply are reduced 


to almost nothing Housing has become more and more congested in the in-|

Describing the system of farming, Mr Stirniman said farmers lived in 
villages going out to farm their own individual strips of land. Throwing the 
land into collective farms was only to obliterate the dividing lines by farm- 
ing them in one unit. These collective farms were established before the 
State farms. The State farms were designed as models in each section for 


- collectives and communes. Exorbitant taxes, no right to purchase, the possi-

Undertaking Which Is Not Yet Com- 

pleted, Is Massive In Conception 

The memorial on Vimy Ridge, 
which four Canadian divisions and 
the Thirteenth British Brigade of 
West Kents and Scots stormed. in 
April, 1917, is not yet completed fif- 
teen years after the Armistice. But 
it is an undertaking massive in con- 
ception, on 240 acres 200 feet above 
the Doual Plain, and designed to be 
worthy of a victory of which Sir 
Douglas Haig said: ‘“‘The capture of 
the renowned Vimy Ridge is an 
achievement of the highest order and 
of which Canada may well be proud.” 
It was fitting that the sculptor should 
be a Canadian, Walter S. Allwerd, 
who won an award that was open to 
the British Empire. Since 1925 he has 
‘been engaged on the work in a Lon- 
don studio. “All the time,” he says, 
“I have sought to avoid any sem- 
blance of ‘drum-beating.

A Genius For Organizing 


Lord Of Thousand Ships Was Million- 
aire At Thirty-Nine 

One of the reasons why the “sun 
never sets on the British flag’ was 
the organizing genius of Sir John 
Ellerman, son of a German book- 
keeper. Sir John died recently in 
France, but in a hundred ports from 
Southampton to Sydney, his flag is 
flying on the ships which keep Bri- 
tain first on the seas. 

It was quite appropriate that Eller- 
man, the ship owner, should be the 
wealthiest man in Britain, whose life 
and prosperity depend upon sea-borne 
commerce. A few years back when 
many values had not flown so far as 
they have today, Sir John’s wealth 
was estimated at-from $100,000,000 to 
$300,000,000. ‘That put him far ahéad 
of any other Britisher and in the 
Henry Ford and Rockefeller class. 
Even today the thrifty British are 
calculating that the nation will col- 
lect $67,000,000 in death duties. 

The Ellerman career, like that of 
Sir Thomas Lipton, proved that the 
art of being a self-made man bears 
no American patent. Ellerman rose 
from the humble place of black-coat- 
ed English clerk in a shipping office 
By 39 he was a millionaire. By 50 he 
owned one-eighth of all the British 
shipping. 

He was frugal in a nation where 
somewhat free spending is the tra- 
dition. of the wealthy. He never own:d 
a yacht or a racing stable. It was 
said in the city that he never spent 
more than 5 per cent. of a year’s in- 
come. The rest went into ships 
and more ships, land—hc owned a 
large chunk of London—and news- 
papers. At one time his newspaper 
holdings rivalled those of Northcliffe. 
But Ellerman never shared Arthur 
Harmsworth’s passion for political 
influence. He was content to collect 
the dividends and let the other men 
advise the cabinet.

The importance of dairying in Can- 
ada is partly reflected in the latest 


official report on the Production of 


Dairy Factories for 1982. The value 
of all products of dairy factories last 
year was $86,800,474 of which cream- 
ery butter accounted for $40,413,578 
with an output of 213,738,614, pounds; 
120,312,288 pounds of factofy cheese 
was valued at $11,360,044; concentrat- 


|ed milk products such as condensed 


| 


milk, evaporated milk and milk pow- 
der had a value of $5,952,947, and 
miscellaneous factory products under 
which classification the principal 
items are milk and cream as stich 
sold and ice cream were valued at 
$28,573,905. There are 2,734 dairy fac- 
tories in the Dominion of which 1,- 
219 are creameries; 1,172 cheese fac- 
tories; 317 ‘combined butter and 
cheese factories and 26 concentrated 
milk plants. 

The three largest producers of 
dairy products among the provinces 
are Ontario, Quebec and Alberta, in 
the order named, with Saskatchewan 
a close fourth. 

Canada is a large exporter of dairy 
products. In 1932 the total value of 
the exports was $11,861,735: Cheese is 
the principal item sold abroad, Last 
year 86,939,000 pounds of Canadian 
cheese were exported, the British 
Isles being the best market. 

The Canadian imports of dairy pro- 
ducts in 1932 were comparatively 
small being valued at only $407,439.

Our Canadian Population 


Last Census Showed Comparatively 
Few Aliens In Dominion 

Compilations from the census of 
1931, which are now being made 
available to the public refute the 
supposition that Canada is being 
—or has been—“over-run with for- 
eigners.” Of the 10,378,786 people 
found by the enumerators in Canada 
in that year, 9,254,091 were born in 
the Empire, and 8,069,261 of these 
were born in Canada itself. 

It will be said, of course, 
many of these were born 


that 
of for- 


eign parents. But the number is 
probably. less than might be 
thought. Of the 10,376,786 residents, 


; only 1,659,095 were the offspring of 
two foreign parents, and only 970,522 
were the offspring of foreign parents 
and themselves foreign born. 

It does not follow that these are 
aliens. Many have been naturalized. 
The census, in fact, shows only 529,- 
139 aliens in Canada, including Cana- 
dian and British subjects who have 
lost their Canadian nationality (by 
marriage to an alien husband, for ex-. 


grants of British stock who have 
come to Canada from the States. Of 
these aliens, 438,446 were more than 
twenty years old. Many of them have 
been naturalized since the census -was 
taken. ; 

While the census men found 529,- 
139 aliens in Canada, there are prob- 
ably close to that number of Cana- 
dians who live abroad and are not in- 


'421 persons of Canadian birth resid- 
ing in the United States in 1930, 368,- 
557 were classified as having retain- 
ed their Canadian citizenship. No 
doubt a proportion of these have, 
since that time, returned to the Do- 
minion.—Toronto Daily Star.

Has Been Producing Pure Vaseline 
For Ten Years 

A freak of] well which came in ten 
years ago as a producer of almost 
pure vaseline is still pumping the 
heavy golden substance and paying 
its owner at Lamar, Oklahoma, hand- 
some returns. 

Perhaps the only well of its kind 
in the world, the well is a marvel to 
veteran oil men, both as to the oil it 
produces arid its life. Men who have 
followed the oil industry in many 
climes said they néver have seen or 
heard of a similar well. 

The well was drilled in at 3,710 


feet on Jan. 26, 1923, for production | 
estimated at 350 barrels a day. The! 


“vaseline well” still produces around 
this amount and still is the only well 


Jin the area. Other drilling attempts 


have produced dry holes, 
The strange kind of oi) flowed over 


the derrick 200 feet when the well | 


was drilled in. Dark green in color, 
the oil turned a brilliant golden yel- 
low when it struck the outajde air. 
Analysis showed it to be almost pure 
vaseline. It was so heavy that it hung 
from fences near the well like gum. 

Because of its thickness ordinary 
pipe lines would not carry it. A spe- 
cial line, with a steam pipe to heat 
the almost solid lubricant, was used.

Committee In London Seeking 
Cause and Cure 

A secret inquiry is being conducted 
by a committee in London to deal 
with the problem of the “uncont.o!- 
lable impulse” in its relation to crime. 
| The committee which has held sev- 

eral meetings, is composed of mag:s- 
trates, business men, psychologis:s, 
medical men, a K.C., and a 
known “criminal’’ barrister. 
| When the investigation is comple‘- 
ed a report will be sent to the Hcme 
Office with suggestions on a ques-ion 
that for years has baffled judges and 
doctors.

| The activities of the committee,

Victor:a: ‘We have come here with 
open minds to sift the evidence which 
may be given to us by all parties in- 
terested,’* stated Lord - MacMillan, 
British jurist, chairman of the Royal 
Commission on Bankingjas he and his 
colleagues arrived here today. In this 
city, beginning tomorrow, they start 
their long swing across Canada to 
gather material to aid them is for- 
mulating recommendations to the Do- 
minion Government under the broad 
terms of their authority. 

Lord MacMillan reiterated his opin- 
ion that Canada is on the eve of great 
economic development, and that <he 
must have instruments at hand to 
bear the burden, financial anl otcer- 
wise, which such a development will 
involve. , 

The banking machinery “of Canada 
will be examined to see wherein it 
measures up to the requirements of a 
growing country. 

Arriving with Lord MacMillan to- 
day were Sir Charles Addis, British 
bankér and ecenomist; Sir Thomas 
White, war-time minister of finance 
in Canatla, and ‘Beaudry Leman, gen- 
eral manager of La Banque Canad- 
ienne Nationale. Hon. J. “E. Brown- 
lee, Premier of Alberta, stopped over 
in Edmonton, but may be here for 
the opening of tomorrow’s sessions. 

The chairman and members.of the 
commission explained they were nat- 
urally unable to make extended com- 
ment on the- work before them but 
admitted certain problems were like- 
ly to be presented. For instance, the 
matter of a central bank for Canada 
would be a matter for investigation. 

Lond MacMillan remarked time al- 
lowed for each center would be brief, 
but he considered that these ‘visits 
would be very valueble. He was very 
pleased with the brgad outline - ob- 
tained at Ottawa but felt it necessary 
to get the atmosphere and a grasp 
of the different needs of various sec- 
tions of the country.
